1 . Submitted herewith are NIPP Tables IIID1 and 2 , HID 5 

and 6, IIID 12 and 14 , and IIID 21 . As noted for Section I, the 
arbitrary division of ships into first and second line categories 
has been dropped. For surface ships a reserve category has been 
added that is used when there is firm evidence that a ship has under- 
gone some form of preservation, remained inactive /unmanned for an 
extensive period of time, or has been berthed in an “inactive” harbor 
port or backwater area. , 

2 . Your attention is called, to a change in the NSA position 
on a reservation to the submarine tables in NIPP -67. Although still 
differing with the estimates presented in NIPP -67, NSA prefers not 
to show a reservation because of the classification under which these 
tables are published.
